Stephen Lewis, Canadian 
Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions from 1984-88 and now 
Barker Bailey Distinguished 
Visiting Fellow at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, spoke to a ca- 
pacity crowd on Tuesday, No- 
vember 15th in the Fraser Audi- 
torium. 

Presented by the S.G.A. 
and the Commerce Council, this 
energetic and persuasive speaker 
was all too eager to voice his 
enthusiasm for the astonishing 
change and resurging of the U.N. 
as well as his passionate con- 
tempt for the Free Trade Deal. 

During a press conference 
held before the lecture Lewis 
was questioned about his opin- 
ion on Free Trade. A parallel 
was drawn between Lise Bison- 
nette who spoke at Laurentian 
the previous week. Bisonnette, 
who also is very informed and 
opinionated stated that the 'Tree 
Trade Deal does not in any way 
threaten Canadian culture." 
Lewis's reply to Bisonnnette's 
comment was that she is "dead 
wrong"! Lewis went on to say

that we are at a disadvantage 
with the U. S . , but most countires 
are at a disadvantage when deal- 
ing with them. 

The body of the lecture 
itself was focused on the ad- 
vancement of the UN as a ve- 
hicle for International Peace and 
security. Lewis noted the recent 
awarding of the Nobel Peace 
Prize two weeks ago for Peace 
Keeping. Lewis also spoke about 
Canada' s two year placement on 
the Security Council of the U .N., 
which takes place in 1989/90. 
This position will inevitably 
bring a great deal more attention 
and respect to Canada. 

Lewis also spoke of his 
work with South Africa stating 
that he foresees no peace in the 
near future but unfortunately, 
does foresee much more blood- 
shed. 

The recent changes with 
the Soviet Union was also a topic 
of discussion. Lewis views the 
changes as domestically driven 
due to the poor economic envi- 
ronment the U.S.SJ*. is pres- 
ently in. The Soviet Union has 
been taking steps with the U.N. 
to be seen in a different light and 
the testing point was the with- 



drawal of troops from Afghani- 
stan, thereby proving their sin- 
cerity to the U.N. 

Lewis's final comment on 
Free Trade was "I didn't under- 
stand the deal from the word go. 
What is the obsession with the 
U.S.?" It is a Pavlovian reflex? 
Mulroney has jerked his way 
into submission." 

With his own unique hu- 
mour, Lewis kept the lecture 
entertaining and informative. 
During a question and answer 
period, Lewis ended his lecture 
by stating that he has no inten- 
tion of ever entering Federal 
Politics again.

CLUB IS NO FRONT 

FOR KRISHNA CULT

- MONTREAL (CUP) 

A new club at Concordia 
University says it has been 
wrongly accused of being a front 
for the Hare Krishnas. 

The Vendenta Club, which 
has applied for club status, ran a 
recruitment drive, October 12 and 
13 but was forced to leave a 
campus building because a 
member of the Krishna move- 
ment was working the boom. 

Organizers say Vendenta 
is a forum for discussion on 
Hindu religion, philosphy, and 
culture. They say the group is 
being discriminated against 
because of very remote ties to 
the Hare Krishnas. 

"We are not a front for the 
Hare Krishna movement," said 
Prabal Purkayastha, a second- 
year computer science student 

'The Krishna movement is 
only one aspect of our club. We 
wiU be inviting other academics 
for discussions and talks." 

Said student council co- 
president, Andrew Madsen: 
4 They didn't make it clear that 
they were Krishnas and they 
didn't tell us where they were 



coming from. We had to tell 
them to leave because they came 
on campus without really ex- 
plaining themselves." 

"The Krishnas do have 
negative connotations and we 
don't want anything on campus 
that will hurt students." 

"The movement has a long 
history of getting on campuses 
using clubs as fronts. In fact, 
there was a Krishna chapter at 
McGill two or three years ago, 
but they got kicked out," Mad- 
sen said. 

Purkayastha said no uni- 
versity rule was violated by 
having someone from off cam- 
pus running the recruitment 
booth. 

"The people at student 
council are afraid we are going 
to brainwash students and give 
them drugs", he said. 

"We are harassed by these 
people who have misconceptions 
based on very little understand- 
ing and we don't stand a chance 
on being admitted as a club." 

Purkayastha said there are 
religious clubs on campus which 
have ties with outside organiza- 
tions, but his group is being dis- 
criminated against because he 
got help from the "Hindu clergy". 
About 30 students have 
shown interest in the club, he 
added. 

Madsen said he has reason 
to worry about the Krishna 
movement trying to get into 
Concordia. 

"We have to be very care- 
ful with groups which have links 
with cults because once they are 
in, they are hard to get rid of." 
"We are trying to find out 
their practices and see if they are 
legitimate," said Madsen.

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SUDBURY AIDS COMMITTEE UNDERFUNDED 



FACULTY STRIKE - DAL WALKS OUT, COUNCILLOR IN JAIL

"A Sudbury-based AIDS 
group needs more than $50,000 
to survive!! "says Anne Matte. 
The group which was one of the 
10 committees that recently re- 
ceived money from the Ontario 
Ministry of Labour "only got 
20% of what we were asking 
for" said Matte who is the AIDS 
coordinator for the Sudbury 
Health Unit as well as an execu- 
tive member of the Sudbury 
AIDS committee. 

"Sudbury received $50,000 
for operating costs. That may 
sound like a sufficient amount, 
but once you take into consid- 
eration that an office is needed, a 
secretary and other necessities, 
it is obvious that the money 
provided is not sufficient." Matte 
adds. 

On November 14, Labour 
Minister Elinor Caplan an- 
nounced that a total of 
$519,706.00 is to go to ten 
community-based AIDS pro- 
grams. The monies come from a 
$750,000 budget allocated for 
1988/89 by the Ministry to help 
AIDS groups. 



"Some of these programs 
will give AIDS information and 
education to hard-to-reach 
groups, while others will pro- 
vide mch needed support for HIV 
infection" said Caplan. 

At the local level, the 
committee up to date has been 
operating ou t of the founder Tom 
Reed's home since February, 
1987. The committee has been 
surviving financially solely by 
private donations. "These dona- 
tions are given by people or other 
groups who are sympathetic to 
our cause" said Matte. Matte 
also went on to say that they are 
functioning on an operating 
budget of approximately 
$1,000.00. 

The Sudbury AIDS Com- 
mittee has been trying relent- 
lessly to establish a number of 
programs to benefit the victims 
within the community but have 
not found much success. Pro- 
grams such as the "Buddy Sys- 
tem" that are dependant upon 
com munity support are not pros- 
pering due to a lack of support 

A meeting has been sched- 
uled for Nov. 29, 1988 at which 
time distribution of the $50,000 
will be discussed.

HALIFAX (CUP) — 

The President of the stu- 
dent council was thrown in jail 
as Dalhousie University's fac- 
ulty walked off the job, Novem- 
ber 4. 

Juanita Montalvo was the 
first casualty of the strike by the 
700-member faculty association. 
As hundreds of students chanted, 
"Bail us Out", Montalvo was 
thrown in a mock prison set up in 
the lobby of the administration 
building. The council will main- 
tain the jail and stage a sit-in in 
university president, Howard 
Clark 's office for the duration of 
the strike. 

The prison echoes the sen- 
timents of many Dalhousie stu- 
dents who feel caught in the 
middle of the dispute. 

A week into the walk-out, 
the cafeteria is quiet and resi- 
dences are emptying out, as stu- 
dents anticipate a lengthy strike. 

'There are without ques- 
tion students who went home 
out of frustration," says student 
council vice-president, Terry 
Crawley. *Teople are definitely 
getting very upset They know 
the consequences of what a two 
or three week strike can do for 



their academic year." 

Faculty walked off the job 
after failing to negotiate a con- 
tract providing pay equity, guar- 
anteed cost of living allowance 
provisions and salaries compa- 
rable to those at other Maritime 
universities. The Dalhousie 
administration says that faculty 
demands would cost the univer- 
sity an extra 25 per cent to be 
added to the faculty salary budge 
over the next two years. Ac- 
cording to president Clark, the 
money just isn't there. 

"The University * s financial 
ability to pay is completely re- 
stricted," said Clark in a recent 
open forum. "Dalhousie either 
gets substantially additional 
resources within the next few 
months or will have to become a 
significantly different institu- 
tion." 

Clark told students that the 
funding formula used by the 
Maritime Provinces Higher 
Education Commission to cal- 
culate the amount of provincial 
funding allocated to each school 
in N.S. is giving Dalhousie a 
bum rap. He pointed to govern- 
ment underf unding as the source 
of Dalhousie* s financial crisis. 

On November 8, Nova 
Scotia Premier, John Buchanan 
said the provincial government 
won't be pouring any additional 
funding into Dalhousie Univer- 
sity to settle the strike. He de- 
nied Clark's charge that 
Dalhousie is financially worse 



off than any other Canadian 
University. 

"We put more money, per 
capita into our universities than 
anywhere else in Canada," said 
the premier, who is also acting 
as the minister of advanced 
education and job training. 

A day after Buchanan re- 
leased his statement, the chair of 
the Maritime Provincies Higher 
Education Commission charged 
that chronic provincial under- 
funding of post-secondary 
schools in Nova Scotia sparked 
the faculty strike at Dal. 

MPHEC chair Tim An- 
drew, said Buchanan was cor- 
rect when he noted the province ' s 
universities receive the highest 
per capita funding in Canada, 
but he said that's still not enough. 

"Obviously, it would be 
easier to solve the labour dispute 
if they had more money," he 
said. 

Meanwhile, the waiting 
game continues. No new con- 
tract negotiations have been 
sceduled by the Dalhousie board 
of governors. 

Student councillors re- 
cently voted to end their neutral- 
ity by supporting the faculty 
association on wages. Crawley 
is relieved that council has taken 
a stance. 

"We've been too reactive, 
rather than taking the initiative," 
he says, "We as council have 
been trying to be so representa- 
tive. .. but what about leadersh ip?

Montreal (CUP) — 

Peeling paint, mouldy 
walls, claustrophobic kitchens 
and filthy shower stalls forced 
some Concordia students to send 
letters to the provincial rental 
board and the university * s direc- 
tor of residences. 

"We sign Quebec leases, 
we are doing out part, we pay our 
rent. We shouldn't have to fight 
for this, it should be done for 
us," said Karen Prosciak, a 
fourth-year psychology student 
who lives in Langley Hall. 

General repairs began two 
months into the semester. Stu- 
dents call the wait unacceptable 
and say the maintenance of the 
university-run Langley Hall 
shouldn't be their responsibil- 
ity. 

"We like the building. It 
has a lot of potential, but it is 
going to be really run-down 
soon," added Prosciak. 

According to the residence 
office, conditions are improving 
and all that was needed was "a 
bit more of a push". 

"It is all being done now. 
The problems have been around 
for awhile. We're painting 
rooms, buying some new appli- 
ances. It'sjustamatterofkeep- 
ing on top of things," said Julia 
Denker, director of residences. 

Recendy, Langley Hall was 
without hot water for five days. 

Said Prosciak: "We have 
to go (to another residence) next 
door and take showers and then 
there was no hot water over 
there." 

Some students complained 
of painting going on while they 
were trying to study for mid- 
terms. 

"I'm not pleased with the 
general main tenanceof the build- 
ing," said first-year theatre stu- 
dent, MarkTowler. Students pay 
$167. a month for the smallest of 
the single rooms and $193.75 for 
a larger one.

This year, 21 Community 
Achievement Awards are being 
presented throughout Ontario. 
Included in this esteemed group 
is Ms. Linda Duda of Azilda, 
Ontario, who received her award 
at the Drug Awareness Week 
Kickoff Luncheon held Monday, 
November 14, 1988 at the 
Northbury Hotel (Drug Aware- 
ness Week runs November 13- 
19, 1988 throughout Canada). 

Ms. Duda has dedicated 
herself to improving her com- 
munity over the years; in par- 
ticular, and more recently, to 
helping to improve addiction 
treatment services for women. 
This individual has worked tire- 
lessly as a full-time volunteer in 
this regard She served on the 
Board of Directors of the North- 
em Ontario Regional Recovery 
Home for Women, eventually 
becoming its Vice-Chairperson. 
Almost single-handedly, she 
directed the course of events 
which culminated in this 
program's receiving Ministry of 
Health program funding as well 
as Project 3000 funding in order 
to build a new facility to house 
the service. As much, the agency 
now sports a new name: The 
Lakeside Centre, and Ms. Duda 
acted as its founding Board of 
Directors Chairperson. 

Ms. Duda has also made 
other significant contributions 
towards improving addictions 
services to area women. She 
initiated and participated in a 
District Health Council study to 
assess detoxification needs and 
she sits on the DHC's Mental 
Health Committee which re- 
views addiction services fund- 
ing submissions.

Simon Fraser University 
students are bringing their own 
cups to school these days. 

They get a nickel off every 
order of coffee or tea if they 
supply their own cup. 

"I don't know if it's be- 
cause of awareness that styro- 
foam is a problem, or just to get 
the discount", said SFU cafete- 
ria cashier Betty Cunnin. "But 
other people in line are begin- 
ning to notice that some are 
bringing their own, and they're 
curious as to why". 

Most foam cups are made 
with CFCs, or chlorofluorocar- 
bons, popular for the 'small 
bubbles' effect they create, said 
a university official. Although 
non- toxic and non-flammable, 
CFCs have an atmospheric life- 
time of 70 to 100 years, and have 
been linked to the depletion of 
the ozone layer. 

SFU's cafeteria and pub 
go through about 19,000 styro- 
foam cups every week. 

The plan was set up in 
September. 

"Styrofoam is the second 
largest throw-away on campus 
(next to paper). That's reason 
enough to cut back on its use. 
The University of Western 
Washington has banned styro- 
foam altogther," Cunnin said. 

But now the pub has a new 
problem. Ceramic mugs are 
disappearing. 

"Some people forget their 
own cup, and now don't want to 
use the styrofoam," Cunnin said.

HALIFAX (CUP) 

A newspaper produced by 
journalism students here has 
become the target of complaints 
from the community it serves. 

"It's an exploitation of the 
community here and a total lack 
of respect," said resident Herb 
Desmond at a recent public fo- 
rum to discuss the paper. "It's a 
class project dumped into the 
community." 

Three issues of the North 
End News have so far been 
published by the University of 
King's College School of jour- 
nalism. The newspaper serves 
2,800 households in the city's 
north end, an area called home 
by many low-income families. 

Some residents said they 
are inundated by journalism 
students insensitive to the issues 
facing the community, and that 
students should have consulted 
them before starting the project. 

Fourth-year journalism 
student Maggie Brown is man- 
aging editor of the North End 
News. She acknowledges that 
there have been problems with 
the paper that weren ' t anticipated 
by journalism school director 
Michael Cobden when he set up 
the program this fall — namely, 
about 50 reporters covering 20 
square blocks. 



"Certain people very ac- 
tive and vocal in the community 
are being swamped with report- 
ers," Brown said. "Next year 
there will be some changes made 
to the way it's run to cut down 
the number of reporters." 

'There have been a couple 
of cases where people didn't 
know how to ask questions prop- 
erly. I don't think there's a 
conscious lack of sensitivity." 

The latest edition of the 
North End News includes a fea- 
ture of Lysol addicition, a look 
at the negative press coverage of 
the recent murder of a north -end 
resident, a story on an AIDS 
groups establishing its office in 
the area, and a piece on the 
demise of north-end urban re- 
newal plans. 

Brown became aware of 
community dissatisfaction with 
the paper while attending a 
meeting of the North End 
Women's Group. A public fo- 
rum was set up so that the jour- 
nalism students and residents 
could meet. 

"It went really well," said 
Brown. "They expressed their 
concerns and we explained the 
situation we're in." Most of 
those attending the forum agreed 
that an area newspaper is a good 
idea, but wanted more consulta- 
tion and communication with the 
students in the future. 

Joyce Robart of the Black 
United Front, an advocacy group 
serving the black community in 
north-end Halifax, said it's too 
early to judge the merits of the 
paper, but added, "The few ar- 
ticles I read I enjoyed."

Matte urges 
students to participate in "World 
AIDS Day", Thursday, Dec. 1, 
in the Great Hall from 9a.m. to 
5p.m, to inform themselves of 
the dangers of AIDS.

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THE DECISION' 88 FEDERAL ELECTION

SEXUAL HARASSMENT 

In last week's issue we sonal decision 
discussed the status of women 
throughout history. One of the 
areas of grave concern is vio- 
lence against women. In Can- 
ada today, women are still not 
safe from assault and harassment 
A survey of both men and 
women (48% and 52% respec- 
tively for a total of 1000 people) 
in 1981 by the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission indicated 
approximately 1.5 million Cana- 
dian women have experienced 
unwanted sexual attention and 
about 1.2 million believe they 
have been sexually harassed. 

In recent years, women's 
groups have lobbied to promote 
the adoption of policies and 
procedures concerning sexual 
harassment In response to this 
need, the Laurentian University 
Presidential Advisory Commit- 
tee on the Status of Women ini- 
tiated the Sexual Harassment 
Education and Complaint Com- 
mittee (SHECC) in 1985. 

The policy passed by the 
Board of Governors in 1984 
defines sexual harassment as any 
unwanted attention of a sexual 
nature which may have an under- 
lying element of threat of coer- 
cion from a superior. Sexual 
harassment constitutes any con- 
duct which has the purpose or 
effect of interfering with an 
individual's work, study or aca- 
demic performance. It can af- 
fect one's grades, performance 
evaluation or any academic per- 



More education is needed 
on the subject as many still be- 
lieve in these popular myths: 

- Sexual harassment is no 
big deal 

- As women and men work 
together innocent flirtation is 
inevitable 

- If women are harassed, it 
is only those with personal prob- 
lems who are unable to deal with 
the situation themselves 

- Women ask for it by the 
way they dress and behave 

- It never happens to men 

These myths have made 
sexual harassment an unpopular 
and touchy subject Many people 
do not know what constitutes 
sexual harassment 

The list of the following 
behaviours depicts that which 
can be considered harassment* 

- verbal abuse 

- displaying of porno- 
graphic or other offensive pic- 
tures 

- unwelcomed invitations 
or requests 

- practical jokes which 
cause awkwardness or embar- 
rassment 

- leering or other gestures 

- condescension or pater- 
nalism that underlies self-respect 

- unecessary physical con- 
tact touching, pinching, patting 




- physical assault 

The of fensiveness of these 
behaviours depends on the con- 
text of the situation. 

These behaviours have a 
negative effect on the victim. 
Next week we shall discuss the 
consequences of these behavi- 
ours on the victim.

1 package dry yeast 

1 1/4 cup warm water 

2 1/2 cups flour 

1/2 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/8 cup sugar 

1/2 cup shortening 

1 cup buttermilk 

Directions: 

Let yeast dissolve in the 
warm water and set it aside. Mix 
all the dry ingredients together 
as listed. Cut shortening into the 
dry mixture as you do for pie 
dough. Stir in the buttermilk and 
yeast mixture. Blend this mix- 
ture thoroughly. The dough can 
be refrigerated or can be kneaded 
lightly, (after removing the 
dough from the refrigerator it 
should be allowed to sit at room 
temperature to allow it to rise). 

Roll it out on a floured 
board. Cut out the biscuits with 
a biscuit cutter. 

Place biscuits in a greased 
pan and allow the dough to rise 

a little before baking. Bake them 
at 400 F for about 12 to 15 min- 
utes.
